St. Joseph’s School opened its 
doors in the fall of 1906, the build- 
ing and grounds having been given 
by the late Joseph A. Donohoe of 
Menlo Park. Emilie avenue was 
named in honor of Donohoe’s 
mother, out of whose bequest the 
funds for the school were received. 
Donohoe specified that instruction 
should be by members of the Or- 
der of the Sacred Heart, who had 
just opened their convent on ad- 
jacent grounds in 1899. 

Mother Mary Foley was desig- 
nated mistress general and princi- | 
pal at the school a few months af- 
ter it opened, and continued in 
that capacity until shortly before 
her death in 1949. 

In several cases, she had 
overseen the education of three 
generations 

Since 1949, Mother Virginia Me- 
Carthy has been mistress general 
and principal at the school. 

Two years ago, ground was 
broken for a new school build- 
ing to accommodate the eight | 
grades of youngsters in attend- 
ance. The building was occupicd 
last year. Robert White was 
builder of the new structure, 
which has cost $192,000 to date. 
Peter Kump of Menlo Park was 
the architect. 

According to Father Thomas]! 
McKeon, pastor at Church of the | 
Nativity here, the school opened 

with an enrollment of 10 pupils. | 

The school was originally hous- | 
ed in a three-story building which | 
was torn down last year. With con- 
struction of the new edifice, stu- 
dent capacity has grown to 350; 
the school has been operating at 
capacity for the past several years. | 

Friday’s Mass of Thanksgiving 
for the pupils at the school will be | 
followed by Jubilee Day festivities | 
for the children. 

The statue of St. Joseph, which} 
occupies a grotto to the south of | 
the present school, was dedicated 
25 years ago this week. (See ‘25 
Years Ago” on page 4.—ed.) !

Menlo Council Takes a Stand 
Against Cantankerous Topers 


Members of the Menlo Park 
City Council Tuesday night got un- | 
animous on amendments they want | 
to incorporate in the city’s ordi-| 
nance against drunkenness, but 
only after some changes were, 
made in the original wording. | 

As the amendments were intro- 
duced, councilmen agreed that 
drunkenness “to the annoyance” 
of any other person maybe wasn’t | 
the best sort of control; they 
changed this to read, “to the in-| 
jury or harm of any other person | 

. or disturbance of the peace | 
and quiet, or to trespass on the 
rights of any other person or per- | 
sons.” | 

This was adopted after Coun- 
cilmen Vaile Andrus and Willi- 
am R. Lawson scored the “do- 
goodism,” while endorsing the 

views of Police Chief George 
Potter that some legal method 
should be available for the con- 
trol of inebriates on private pro- 
perty, in some cases. | 

As finally introduced, the new 
amendments will make it illegal | 
to appear in public, or in an auto- 
mobile in a drunken state. In ad-} 
dition, the police can arrest an in-| 
ebriate on private property, if his | 
condition is such as to render him | 
incapable of acting for himself in| 
the event of fire or other emer-| 
gency. | 

Discussion opened with Coun- 
cilman Charles P. Burgess noting | 
that enforcement of such a law 
left a lot to the discretion of the} 
police; he said he would not be in| 
favor of it if he did not have com- | 
plete confidence in the discretion 
and honesty of the Menlo Park de- 
partment. 

City Attorney James T. O’Keefe | 
Jr. said that the amendments were 
patterned after provisions in the) 
county drunk control ordinance, | 
and the ordinance currently in ef- 
fect in the town of Atherton. 
TELLS REASON 

What Police Chief George Pot- 
ter was seeking, he said, was a le- 
gal means of entering private pro- 
perty to arrest drunken persons | 
when they are a menace to them- | 
selves or others,

goals. 


In Atherton, a total of $13,443.87 
or 39.1 per cent of the town’s $34,- 
407 quota, was reported in hand. 
Tht residential division is the only 
one in operation in the town, 
which has no business district. 

Woodside, meanwhile, continued 
to top south county areas in col- 
lections gathered to date. A total 
of $5712—43.2 per cent of the ar- 
€a’s $13,220—has been reported 
collected. 

In Menlo Park, a total of 17.2 
per cent of the city’s $35,122 as- 
signment had been gathered and 
audited by last Friday. The busi- 
ness division -had collected 34.1 
per cent of its $3282 quota, but re- 
sidential area solicitations, in 
which only $2875 of a $19,763. quo- 
ta had been collected, appeared to 
be lagging. 

In East Palo Alto only $439.95 
of a $2939 quota had been report- 
ed collected at the mid-month 
point. This was almost exactly 15 
per cent. 

Meanwhile, countywide, a total 
of $139,168.27 or 26.2 per cent of 
San Mateo county’s $532,148 quo- 
ta, has been reported in hand. 

A north coast area in unincor- 
porated territory is the only one 
to have exceeded its quota to date.

The Menlo Park Veterans’ Hos- 
pital on Willow road is one of 37 
throughout the country which will 
participate in a nation-wide evalu- 
ation of new tranquilizing drugs 
to aid the mentally ill, it was dis- 
closed last week. 

Planning for the study was be- 
gun about a year ago, according 
to VA hospital authorities. It will 


j be carried on under rigidly con- 
| trolled conditions, with each par- 


ticipating hospital following the 
same procedures so that results of 
the study may be accurately eval- 
uated. 

Dr. Ivan F. Bennett, executive 
secretary of the doctor’s commit- 
tee in charge of the project and 
chief of psychiatric research for 
the VA, said that during the short 
time that tranquilizing drugs have 
been available much research has 
been done, but on too small a scale 
and under too variable conditions. 

He added that the participat- 

ing hospitals have agreed on 
carefully designed requirements 
for selection of patients, supply 
of the drugs, dosage, rating of 
patients’ progress and _ collec. 
tion of data, All other forms of 
treatment of benefit to the indi- 
vidual patient will be continued 
during the study, he adds.

ls Necessary, Writer Declares

In our opinion the two county 
proposals place the responsibili- 
ty of county government where 
it belongs ... in our elected of- 
ficials. Few counties turn over 
the job of spending seven or 
eight million dollars each year 
to an appointed commission. 

Suppose the people had no re- 
course to opinions handed down 
by the planning commission. Sup- 
pose the other commissions and 


| appointive advisory groups could 
tell the board of supervisors or the 


public to go to? That is just what 
the county charter now allows. 

The Civil Service Commission 
has the duty to set up the salary 
schedule based on specific com- 
parisons. Once it arrives at that 
decision the board or NO ONE 
ELSE can change it. The public 
is denied any right to appear and 
protest. 

It all boils down to the fact that 
a group of appointive officals are 


lrunning the greater part of the 


expenditures of the county — the 
taxpayers’ money. This right 
should be vested in the elected of- 
ficials of whom we have the right 
to approve or disapprove at the 


| polls. The people have thrown out 


many a supervisor who followed 
what old timers called the “spoils” 
system. It would happen again, 
for sure, if there was even an ap- 
proach to this low level. 

California Taxpayers’ Associ- 
ation workers, who make a study 
of city, county and state govern- 
ments, point out that San Mateo 
county is but one of three or 
four counties in the state that 
give an appointive body such 
controls over public expendi- 
tures. They, too, point out that it 
is the wrong approach and not 
to the good of the taxpayers. 

For many years we have allow- 
ed practically one man, the per- 

sonnel director or CS commission 
secretary, to set the pay of the 
county’s some 1400 employes. He 
gets all the comparisons, sets tip 
the schedule and submits it to the 
commission. 

Is it any wonder that for years 
his pay check has been the TOPS 
on the CS list? The board would 
have the right to correct this rank 
favoritism. Who is talking of the 
“spoils” system? The fact that the 
personnel secretary has drawn a 
fatter check than two of our elect- 
ive department heads has irked 
us for years, but the solution 
seems to be a change in the CS 
setup. 

Much of the cry against the 
amendments has been put out by 
the union representative of the 
county employes’: union and the 
| CS commissioners themselves: 

Commissioners who might brag 
that they are running the county 
are not the ideal people to serve 
the public. Many an employe has 
had to find his way into the good 
graces of a commissioner to get a 
salary boost either for himself or 
an underpaid worker. 

Cross up the personnel secre- 
tary once and you're a “dead 
duck” — so the saying goes 
around the courthouse. 

No one will ever agree that ALL 
civil service rules are right for ev- 
ery worker. It is our opinion in the 
main, however, that returning the 
right to spend the taxpayers’ mon- 
ey to the people elected to do that 
job is a step in the right direction.

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This incident was used as a 
symbol of the new concept of 
handicapped people by Leonard 
W. Mayo in his speech last week 
at the Menlo Circus Club to 
members of the board of direc- 
tors of the Children’s Health 
Council of the Mid-Peninsula 
and their guests following a din- 
ner honoring Esther Clark, 
M.D., founder of the Children’s 
Health Council, and Mayo, from 
New York. ; 

Mayo’s activities include serving 
as director of the Association for 
Aid of Crippled Children, presi- 

dent of the Child Welfare League 
of America, chairman of the Exec- 
utive Committee Mid - Centure 
White House on Children and 
Youth, and dean of the School of 
Applied Social Sciences at West- 
ern Reserve University. 

Throughout his speech, Mayo 
emphasized the need for viewing 
the individual behind a handicap: 
not overlooking his handicap, but 
aiding him in unobtrusive ways, 
and helping the handicapped to 
help themselves. 

To accomplish this, increasing 
emphasis is being placed on par- 
ent education. 

‘NEW FRONTIER’ 

This Mayo considers to be a 
“new frontier,” with much _ pro- 
gress to be achieved in the next 10 
years, through group discussions 
with parents and individual con- 
ferences between parents and 
trained staff members. 

As an example of the need he 
described the mother who said she 
had lent her moral support to her 
handicapped child, had babied her 
husband who had been crushed by 
the blow of the child’s handicap, 
had comforted the child’s grand- 
parents who had also suffered 
from it, and wondered where she 
could turn for the support she felt 
in desperate need of. 

Fortunately she lived in a com- 
munity which supported an organ- 
ization which stood ready to reas- 
sure her that her need was natur- 
al and could be filled with pro- 
fessional consultation and whatey- 
er additional assistance was re- 
quired. 

The first requirement in reha- 
bilitation is to bring a well-equip- 
ped organization together with the 
children and parents who need it, 
in other words for each to find the 
other. 

Another less obvious part of the 
picture is to follow up the reha- 
bilitation two, five, or even 10 
years later, Mayo said. 

Mayo pointed out that the role 
of the patient has changed from a 
passive one to a dynamic one in 
which the patient is a member of 
the team working towards his im 
proved health. 

Today’s doctors bring about re- 
sponse and participation from 
their patients to a much greater 
degree than in the past. and think 
of disease in a new light, viewing 
the patient as he fits into soociety 
rather than his disease or disabil- 
ity as an isolated fact. 

Research is in the ascendency, 
Mayo feels, and with it is the ne- 
cessity for examining facilities for 
treating the whole child.
